Brown and B a rn e tt are accused of 
having hypothecated securities am ou nt­ 
ing to th e sfjm of $300,000 belonging 
to the Colton estate, of which B arnett 
w as special adm inistrator. The securi­ 
ties w ere placed in th e bank by order 
of the court one year ago pending set­ 
tlem ent of a suit to have B arnett re­ 
moved.

T rust com pany closed its doors early 
in N ovember, and as the result of a 
report m ade by the sta te bank com ­ 
m ission; Governor G illette ordered A t­ 
torney General W ebb to institute a 
suit for th e appointm ent of a receiver.
